2*  rhe  object  speared  to  obaerrers  to  be  a disk  (sinilar  bo  a poker  chip) 
emitting  a ysUowiah-white  light  and  to  be  approximately  three  tines  the  size  and 
laagnetude  of  the  planet  Venus.  *Io  exhaust  syatma^  trail  or  means  of  propulsion 
was  obserred.
